It was at the outbreak of civil strife 


that Captain Leary arrived at Apia In 
the American warship Adams. Dr. 
Knappe was then the German consul 
at 
Apia, and he and Commander 


Fritze of the German warship Adler 
carried on affairs with an Imperious 
hand. Feeling ran high between the 
Germans on one hand and the Ameri- 
cans and English on the other. 
The 


Germans bombarded villages on vari- 
ous pretexts, fired upon unarmed na- 
tives and gave open aid to Tamasese. 


Captain Leary at that time was a 


commander, and it was not long be- 
fore he and Captain Fritze had sonic 
lively Interchanges of compliments. 
On one occasion the Adler steamed 
past the American ship with a native 
chief bound to her foremast. The Ger- 
man saluted when he passed, but no 
answer came back from the American. 
Soon the German came to a standstill. 
A boat was dispatched to ascertain
